Order  No.  34. 


Order  establishing  a  Minimum  Wage  in  the  Office  Occupation. 

PURSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Female  Minimum  Wage  Act,”  being 
chapter  48  of  the  Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1934,  and  the  “  Female 
Minimum  Wage  Act  Amendment  Act,  1935,”  the  Board  of  Industrial  Rela¬ 
tions  hereby  orders: 

1.  That  where  used  in  this  Order  the  expression  “  office  occupation  ” 
includes  the  work  of  females  employed  as  stenographers;  book-keepers; 
typists;  billing  clerks;  filing  clerks;  cashiers;  cash-girls  (not  included  in 
any  other  Order  of  the  Board) ;  checkers;  invoicers;  comptometer  operators; 
auditors;  attendants  in  physicians’  offices,  dentists’  offices,  and  other  offices; 
and  the  work  of  females  employed  in  all  kinds  of  clerical  work. 

2.  (a.)  That,  subject  to  the  other  provisions  of  this  Order,  the  minimum 
wage  for  every  female  employee  eighteen  (18)  years  of  age  or  over  in  the 
office  occupation  (not  included  in  any  other  Order  of  the  Board,  except  women 
to  whom  special  licences  are  issued  under  section  6  (1)  of  the  said  “  Female 
Minimum  Wage  Act”),  whose  week  consists  of  thirty-seven  and  one-half 
(37%)  hours  or  more  shall  be  not  less  than  the  sum  of  fifteen  dollars  ($15) 
per  week. 

( b .)  That  the  minimum  wage  for  every  female  employee  eighteen  (18) 
years  of  age  or  over  in  the  office  occupation  (not  included  in  any  other  Order 
of  the  Board,  except  women  to  whom  special  licences  are  issued  under 
section  6  (1)  of  the  said  “Female  Minimum  Wage  Act”)  whose  week 
consists  of  less  than  thirty-seven  and  one-half  (37%)  hours  shall  be  not  less 
than  the  sum  of  forty  cents  (40c.)  per  hour:  Provided,  however,  that  no  such 
female  employee  eighteen  (18)  years  of  age  or  over  in  any  one  day  shall  be 
paid  less  than  an  amount  or  sum  equal  to  four  (4)  hours’  pay,  accoi’ding  to 
the  hourly  rate  to  which  such  employee  is  legally  entitled  under  this  sub¬ 
section. 

3.  (a.)  That  the  minimum  wage  for  every  female  employee  under  the 
age  of  eighteen  (18)  years  in  the  office  occupation  (not  included  in  any  other 
Order  of  the  Board)  whose  week  consists  of  thirty-seven  and  one-half  (37%) 
hours  or  more  shall  be  as  follows : — 

Not  less  than  $11  a  week  during  the  first  six  months’  employment  in 
the  occupation. 

Not  less  than  $12  a  week  during  the  second  six  months’  employment  in 
the  occupation.
